Keep a scrap book and put in

Learn the points of a dog, so 
that you Know without looking 
at a chart which is the forearm, 
slifle joint etc. ete. Understand 
the technical terms ¢.g, cow- 
rocks, undershot, upface ete, 

So although we can't become 
experts on all the breeds, we 
really can leam a geod deal 
wbeut our favourite ones, and 
whatever- happens we can't help 


but develop eur appreciation 
for and recognition of a good 
type of deg. ; 

It is by comparison with other 
dogs that an owner can gel o 
lrue idea of his dog's worth 
when it comes to show points. 

At a dog show one is given 
an. opportunity of sceing ‘dogs 
of correct type and excellence, 
and one can set-up a standard 
in one’s mind, and can judge 
how near one’s own dog ap- 
preximates to this, in other 
words “getting an eye” for a 
good dog, 

Also, at’ a show there is the 
epppcriunity of meeting other 
people who are Interested in 
dogs. ‘There is the - value of 
comparing notes, and the great 
pleasure of knowing that one's 
own store af knowledge must 
be increased by careful obser- 
vance, and listening to the ex- 
perts, 

Show preparation means both 
the appearance of the dog and 
his trainin In ring manners. 

At our: Hongkong Dog Shows 
it was very noticeable how bad- 
ly trained a number of good 
dcgs were, A judge can hard- 
ly be exnected to sce good points 
if the deg is being unwillingly 
dravged around’ the ring, or is 
sitting on his haunches, or ds 
holding his tall tucked in be- 
tween his legs and hanging his 
nead, 


‘Bad points 


A gocd dog: who behaves like 
this is slmost certainly going to 
be beaten by an inferior dog

A deg should be taught to 
stand alertly and in a gocd pos- 
ition” He must allow _himsceif to 
be handled by the judge, and he 
must walk and ttet across the 
ring without pulling. |. 7, 

A judge will want to feel the 
dog’s body, especially those with 
long -thick ‘coats where bone 
and substance are hard-to assess. 
Teeth ond bite are important 
points and a dog should allew 
the Judge to examine his mouth, 
although there are some judges 
who will allow the dog's Kandler 
to do this for him. (The latter 
is now the rule.) 

To get your exhibit trained 
fer the show ring means a series 
of daily lessons started well in 
vdvance of the date of the show, 

There lessons should de short 
a: dogs get easily tired’ and 
bored, After you have got your 
puppy trctting well cn the lead 
try walking him! around in a 
circle as if inashow ring. Have 
him en your left side with the 
lcad comfortably tight but not 
dragging the animal's head up, 

Now make him stand as you 
knew his particular “breed 
should stand (good pictures of 
Champicn dogs are a great help 
here) and. get a friend to 
examine -him the way a judge 
would do. 

Next make him trot dway from 
jhe “judge” while you rin be- 
side him, then turn and come 
Lack. Give your puppy a small 
reward and “call it a day’ until 
the next lesson, Little and 
often js the secret I icel sure. 
A dog can be’ trained to hold 
his pose fer quite a long time 
with no Interference from the 
handler beyond a low spoken 
word of encouragement 
and then, But It takes 
and patience, especially if you 
are exhibiting a nervous dog. 

I aways hold my dog with the 
lead in the left hand when I am 
walking him, and Y-allow No 
dragging back, or lunging for- 
ward, During the walle we stop 
once or twice and I pose him as 
he should stand were a judge 
looking at him. .

Naturally {it Is assumed your 
dog has been brushed and 
groomed daily and is in partial 
show condition all year sound 
except when changing coat or 
after a recent whelping.

Last year at our show stveral 
nice animals were far too fat 
and their final placings by the 
judge was most disappsining to 
their owners, If your dog is.

Stick to the diet and increase the’ 
amount of exercise you give the 
animal.

Y nine votes to six, the 

Hongkong Legislative 
Council yesterday defeated 
a motion proposed by the 
Hon Mr M. K. Lo.to the 
effect that the Colony could 
not afford: so large and cost- 
ly a civil service og now 
exists, and urging the 
Government to take im- 
mediate steps to effect all 
possible retrenchments. 


In support of his motion, 
Hon Mr Lo quoted figures 
regarding the hurden of 
salaries, pointing out that 
the full Bill amounted to 
something like 14 million 
dollars annually leaving only 
nine and a half millions ‘to 
cover the whole cost of 
civil administration. He 
suggested that Government 
should not engage any more 


| sterling-paid officers without 


consulting Council and that 
facilities should be given to 
officers recently recruited to 
leave. the service without 
subjecting the Colony to any 
pension liability. 


He also urged the em- 
ployment of local talent on 
a larger scale than was at 
present done. The Civil 
Service, he said, 
only over-staffed but in 
cases grossly over-pald. For 
the sake of the reputation 
of the Government ser. 
vice, bribery and other ir. 
regular practices must be 
stamped out, he declared. 


The Colonial Secretary re- 
plying for the Government, 
said the cost of administra- 
tion in Hongkong was not 
unfavourable compared with 
other Colonies. He pointed . 
out the expansion of the 
various departments to cope 
with the Colony’s growth 
which necessitated addi- 
tional expenditure, and gave 
the assurance that the Gov- 
ernment was doing ali in 
he power to curtail expendi- 
ure. 


His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor stated that he . was 
with the mover and second 
in the’ spirit of the motion 
and ‘assured the Council 
that Government would 
react to the appeal that the 
staff be kept at the minimum 
compatible with efilciency 
and that the percentage of 
local recruits would be kept 
at the maximum 0 com- 


| patible. 
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
